Two Former Frankfort > 
Victim* of a Railroad 

Accident. 

A rear-end collision between 
two trains on the Big Four Rail- 
road occurred at Manteno, Illinois, 
on Monday night, in which nine 
persons were killed and a large 
number injured. 

Among the killed was Mr. J. G. 
Sweet and among those injured was 
Mr. L. H. Blanton, both of whom 
formerly resided in this city.

The not unexpected news of 

the death of Mr. Chat. E. Haff! 
reached this city Thursday morn- 1 
ing and was received with regret j 
by all who knew him. It was 
hoped at the time he left home 
several weeks ago to visit his pa- 
rents in Clinton county, New York, 
that the change would be benefi- 
cial to him, as he returned from 
a trip there last year much improv 
ed, but :he disease, of which he 
had been a victim for two years, 
had too Strong a hold upon his 
constitution, and he grew gradu- 
ally worse until it was evident 
that the end was approaching and 
his wife was telegraphed for. He 
passed away Wednesday afternoon 
in the 5 lat year of his age. 

His eldest brother, LeRoy, who 
had been in bad health all summer, 
died Tuesday night, and this last 
blow has bowed the aged parent- 
under a double weight of grief. 
The funeral took place Wednes- 
day afternoon and the two broth- 
ers were buried side by side. 

Mr. Haff was born and raised 
near Peru, New York, but came 
to this city in 1869 and became a 
clerk in the grocery of Mr. John 
E. Day, remaining until 1871, 
when he returned to New Vork. 
In the summer 1872, upon the 
death of Mr. Walter Day, he re- 
turned here and took charge of

Mr. Haff was an upright, hon- 
orable gentleman, correct In all - 
bis dealings' of a quiet, unassum- 
ing disposition, and a good citi- 
zen whose IOSI we dcepU deplore. 

In 1876 he married Mill Mary 

R, G. Mclntirc, of thli city, who 
survives him, und her lot In life i« 
now an exceedingly sad one, as 

she is utterly alone in the world. 

They had no children and all her 

near relatives are dead. But she 
has many warm friends lu re whoj 
deeply sympathise With her in hi.r 
dire distress. 



Circuit Court. 

Saturday morning was devoted 
to civil business and quite a num- 
ber of cases Were disposed of, 
among them being many suits for 
divorce. In regard to these cases 
Judge Cantrill said: 

"The docket of this court has 
about twenty-five cases for di- 
vorce, and from the flimsy pre- 
texts that many of the complain- 
ants set up it would seem they 
supposed the Judge, without law 
or respect for the sacred tie of 
matrimony, would have no hesita 
tion whatever to annul the bond 
which the church holds, that God I 

hath put together no man must 
put assunder. 

"I propose to be governed by 
the law, but complainants in such j 
causes will find my court a rough j 
and hard road to travel. 

"1 will not allow amended pe 
titions or uncorroborated testi- 
mony of a son against a step 
mother or other close relative who 
might have a personal end to pain 
in the divorce." 

Holding up one case, he con- 
tinued: "Here is .1 couple who 
! have lived together for fifty ycar^ 
I and now at the clo«C of life ask 
' for a divorce. There is nothing 
in the petition to warrant such a 
decree and I therefore dismiss the 
jcase. Here is an old man who 
j married a very young girl and 
says that she left him. The man's 
'son testifies to this, but that is not 

sufficient. People who contract 

j such alliances must know what 
j they are doing and not exp< ct 
I relief from this court for the mere 
asking ol it. fhe case is dis- 
| missed. 

Here is another case of a youn<j 
couple who claim that they love 
each other, but in support of his 
petition he alleges that she has 
been unfaithful to him when from 
the evidence adduced it is 110th 
ing more than a fit of jealousy on 
his part and a young and pretty 
woman's vanity for admiration on 
her part." 

At this the wife, who was in 
the COUrt'iOOm, burst into U 
and the Judge dismissed the pe- 
tition and told the husband to go 
back tO the woman who had not 

ceased to love him. The couple 

left the court room together. 



Of the twelve petitions consider- 
ed only two were granted and one 
was submitted for trial. The rest 
were dismissed. 

Monday morning the suit of 
Joseph Downing vs.S.T. Pence was 

taken up, and after soom time con- 
sumed in selecting a jury the trial 
was be^un about noon and was 
not concluded until Wednesday 
evening, when the jury returned 
a verdict for the defendant. 

The plaintiff was employed at 
the mill of Pence in Bellepoint 
last year, and was engaged in 
brazing a saw at a forge near a 
tool-house in which an open keg 
of powder had been placed. A 
spaik from the forge fired the 
powder and the exol sion which 
followed wrecked the building and 
put out both of Downing'* eyes, 
fir which lie brought suit against 
Pence laying this damages at 
S^o.coe. 

Thursday morning the juries 
were dismissed until Monday and 
chancery ca^cs have since been 
considered.

Manual Training. 

A series of articles will appear 
from time to time in the columns 
of this paper on the subject — 
manual training. The purpose of 
the articles is to make clear to 
those who are interested in present 
educational means and methods 
the object of introducing work of 
such a character into the school 
room. While this class of work 
is becoming quite popular, and is 
introduced into hundreds of 
schools throughout our country, 
as well as in various other lands, 
there yet remains a vague, indefi- 
nite idea of its true character as 
well as of its purpose. 

This line of educational work is 
now being introduced into the 
public schools of Frankfort. The 
prevent is an opportune moment 
for the consideration of the sub- 
ject by the whole community. 

Words, however, but feebly ex 
press the true value of this work. 
Since the eye is the easiest avenue 
of approach to the mind, a visit 

to this department of the public 

school by it-; patrons and by all 
others who are interested in t lie- 
cause of education w ill be more 
effective in giving one a correct 
idea of BUCh a school than words 
can offer. 

What i« manual training? 

Defined literal!)-. the term 

meana hand training. To train is 

to lame. t<. subject some being to 
a course ot action which makes it 
more valuable, more effective, more 
beautiful. The untrained animal 
is comparatively valueless. Train 
ft and it becomes valuable and 



efficient. The flowering vine be- 
comes more valuable and more 
beautiful when trained properly. 
Hut this definition does not ex- 
press the full meaning of this 
term. It has a broader and a 
deeper meaning. 

The briefest expression defin- 
ing this term is— manual training 
is mental training. In other 
words — hand training is mind 
training. This implies that the 
training of the hand has a reflex 
action upon the mind which is 
educative. That mental power is 
a result of manual effort, as di- 
rected by a competent teacher, 
every person who is familiar 
with this course of instruction will I 
testify. 

A longer definition will now be 
given which will specify more 
particularly the elements of manual 
training. 

Manual training consists of in- 1 
struction and practice given by 
means of a systematically arranged 
course of exercises, in the design 
ing and execution of which various 
tools and different kinds of ma- 
terials are ustd. the object being 
to give the pupils as comprehen- 
sive a grasp of things surrounding 
him as is given of ide s by his 
other studies, and to enable him 
to realize the intimate relationship 
existing between these things and I 
these ideas. I 

An analysis of the definition 
may render it more intelligible. | 
Any course of instruction to be I 
effective must necessaiily be! 
coherent, and proceed from the I 
easier to the more difficult by a' 
^eiies of lessons which are so 1 
arranged as to fulfill this require- 
mt-nt Manual training lessons are 
arranged thus. Kvery exercise is 1 
related to a preceding one and to 
a succeeding one. 

To design an exercise requires 
the pupil to make such drawings 
of it as will enable him to direct 
his efforts while executing it. 

This requires him to form an 
ideal and to represent that ideal 
graphically. 

He has thus thought his way 
through the exercise, which pro- 
cess of thinking is repeated during 
its execution with tools. 

He becomes familiar with differ- 
ent kinds of materials, the use of 
various tools and the mathemati- 
cal and physical principles which 
underly the construction and the 
use of the tools. j 
The chief object of this course 
of instruction is to give mental 
power. The handling of tooU 
and material under the guidance 
of a competent teacher is highly 
instrumental in developing mental 
power. A competent teacher 
must possess the qualifications of 
a teacher and of the mechanic 
combined.

Wlckllffe Chapman, a Mont Lov- 
able- and Popular Ctttaen 
Cut Down by Death. 

A SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 



"Wickliffe Chapman, admired 
and loved by every one who knew 
him, fell asleep in death last Mon 
day night. He had been suffering 
for a week or more with a very 
severe cold in the head and chest, 
but did not consider it ot sufficient 
importance to remain at home 
until last Wednesday, when he 
went to bed, never 10 rise from 
it again. His condition grew 
worse and Doctors William*, Ely, 
Hume and others were summoned 
to attend him, but pneumonia had 
already set in and both lungs were 
quickly involved. 

The deceased was born near 
Bowling Green forty-two years 
ago. His father was David Chap- 
man, the first white child horn in 
Kentucky louill of Green river. 
His mother, wh i was a widow at 
the time of her marriage to Mr. 
Chapman, nr., was the mother of 

the wife of ex Gov. Knott. When 
he was quite young Mr. Chap 
man's parents died and his half- 
sister, Mrs. Knott, assumed the 
care of his rearing and was at 
much devoted to him as if he had 
been her own child. 

The first venture in life by the 
deceased was to become assistant were taken to Lebano 
editor of the Bowling Green Dem- night and buried in th 
ocrat. Afterwards he went to 
Iowa for a few years and returned 
to ElizabethtOWn and purchased 
the News, of which he made a 
sprightly paper, and added consid- 
erably to his reputation as a writer. 
He then sold the News to Col. H. 
M. McCarty, deceased, and open 
ed a drug store in Louisville at 
the corner of Brook and Jacob 
streets, and was doing a large and 
profitable business, when, in 1883, 
he accepted the appointment from 
Adjutant General Castleman of 



home. Later he dissolved part 
nershipwith Mr. Gayle and bought 
the drug store on Main street 
formerly conducted by Mr. Rich- 
ard Chiles, deceased. Mr. John 
Williams became associated with 
him and no drug Arm has had a 
larger patronage in the city than 
that of Chapman & Williams. 

In 1877 Mr. Chapman married 
Miss Edith Gaither, who was a 
native of Springfield, Ky. , but 
who had lived a part of her life 
in ElisahethtOWn and in Jefferson 
ville, Ind. 

In her bereavement, and for 
Mrs. Knott and his brother, Mr. 
John D. Chapman, and sisters, 
Mrs. McKlroyand Mrs. Ash, of 
Bowling Green, and Mrs. Jas. D. 
Chapman, of Lebanon, the entire 
community feel the profoundest 
sympathy. In fact no death has 
occurred here for years which 
awakened more sorrow and pain- 
ful regret. Tender and gentle as 
a woman, with a mind as pure in 
thought as his heart was free of 
guile, giving expression to noth- 
ing that did not strengthen the 
weak, heal the sore and distressed 
in mind and body and fill the soul 
with the noblest aspirations, Wick 
liffe Chapman has entered into 
rest and claimed the reward of a 
righteous man.
